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As TO the quality of recruits accepted by reeruit- 
ing officers, General Gibbon in a recent circular to 
his Department sensibly directs that ‘tno man will 
be accepted unless such as the recruiting officer 
would be willing to have in his own company.” If 
this rale was generally observed there would be no 
fault to find with our soldiers, so far, at least, as 
physique is concerned. 








LIEUTENANT-COLONEL E. C. Mason, 4th U. S. In- 
fantry, Inspeetor General Department of Dakota, 
gives voice to a general sentiment in his recent an- 
nual report when he says : ‘‘ Considerable difficulty 
is experienced in the military instruction of troops, 
arising out of the urgent nee’ for a revision of the 
tactics. The decisions on points of tactics are now 
sO numerous as to prove a serious embarrassment 
to officers who are required to drill. It is much to 
be desired thet all these decisions should be em- 
bodied in a new issue of the tactics, and the details 
of the mancuvres made so clear as to be beyond 
question.” 


THE contest for the Assistant Surgeon Generalsbip 
of the Army has ended by the appointment of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Page, whose nomination 
will be sent to the Senate inafew days. In making 
this selection the President, it is understood, was 
guided by an elaborate review of the laws govern 
ing promotion in the Medical Department, prepared 
by Major Asa Bird Gardiner, J.A. The general 
conclusion was that Lieutenant—Colonel Page, and 
he alone, by rearon of his pogition as scnior lieu- 
tenant colonel, was entitled to the vacant coloneley 
which carried with it the office of Assistant Surgeon 
General. The other prombdtions following Colopel 
Page’s advancement are Major James McKee, sur- 
geon, to be surgeon with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, and Captain Alfred ©. Girard, assistant 
surgeon, to be surgeon with the rank of major. 














THE fleet of Coast Survey craft now hibernating 
at the Brooklyn Navy-yard reaches quite a respect- 
able roster. It is composed of the following steam- 
ers: Blake, Gedney and Endeavor, and the well 
known sailing craft Apollinarus, Hagre (formerly 
the yacht Mohawk), Drift, Ready and Matchless. 
The entire number are in excellent condition, and 
the work of the past summer is being rapidly put 
into shape for use jn the _preparation of the valua- 
ble chart and map work for which the Coast Survey 
Office has for so long been justly famous. The em- 
ployment of naval officers for Coast Survey work 
has proved to be one of most valuable educational 
methods to which they have access, and the real 
worth of the system will be more and more mani- 
fest as the years go on and the U. 8S. Navy list 
emerges from that obscurity which wooden ships 
and dusty traditions imposed upon it. 





QuiTE an interesting experiment was tried last 
week at the New York Yard, in an attempt to ren- 
der a torpedo boat invisible by means of mirrors so 
arranged on the bow as to present to the observer 
not the bow of the boat but a reflection of the water 
direetly in front of it. Considerably to the surprise 
of the witnesses of the experiment, it was found 
that unless the position of the advancing craft was 
known beforehand it was quite impossible to detect 
its approach, the mirrors showing only the color and 
movement of the water about the bow, but giving 
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no other indication of the presence of the boat. A 
further experiment at night, however, revealed the 
weakness of the plan, for as soon as the powerful 
beam of the electric search light was turned on the 
advancing mirrors, the angle of incidence and re- 
flexion became at once an intensely bright spot, 
visible to a far greater distance than the ordinary 
torpedo boat. Further trials with the novel idea 
will perhaps demonstrate a valuable addition to tor- 
pedo defences and warfare. 





THE conspicuous absence of any reference in Sec- 
retary Whitney's annual report to the Navy reor- 
ganization scheme, which he so.strongly advocated 
last winter, is taken by most Naval officers to mean 
that no further effort will be made in this direction 
by the Secretary during the present session of Con- 
gress* Two opinions are advanced for this sup- 
posed change in the Secretary’s plan. The first, and 
the one most generally accepte1 as correct, is that 
the Secretary has come to believe, after a year’s 
furthor experience and deliberation, that the pres- 
ent bureau system is not so bad after all and that 
the radical changes proposed last year were recom- 
mended without sufficient consideration. The other 
view, which is ofered by the oppovents of last year’s 
measure, 1s to the effect that the Secretary realizes 
the strength of the opposition which defeated last 
year’s bill and anticipating a like result this year 
has concluded to spare himself the trouble incident 
to a strong advocacy of such measure. If the Sec- 
retary succeeds in getting a lump appropriation for 
stores and supplies so as to enable him to perfect the 
system lately organized under the Bureau of Provi- 
sion and Clothing, it is believed that he w'll not 
eare for any further assistance from Congress in 
the way of reorganization or cons@idation of bureaus. 
What changes he now considers desirable it is 
thought can be brought about without further Legis- 
lative action. 








An Indianapolis despatch states that Oliver P. 
Cardwell, a deserter from the U. S. Army, fell near 
the State House, Dec. 14, and died soon afterward 
of adose of strychnine. He believed that officers 
were in pursuit, and said he preferred death rather 
than capture and return to the Army. This, of 
course, is calculated to convey the impression that 
the soldie:’s life is made so distressing to him that 
he finds no other alleviation but desertion, and 
having deserted, prefers death to capture and the 
contingent results. There is a lamentable amount 
of fiction spread abroad by the daily press as to the 
severity of a soldier’s life. Still, of late, there have 
been statements publicly made as to the treatments 
at some posts of enlisted men and the uses to which 
they are often put, which under the bushel of lies 
may conceal the mustard grain of truth. Even this 
much fact in a mass of fiction should not be over- 
looked nor underestimated by the military authori- 
ties. Soldiers, as a class, are apt to grumble, but treat 
them like men and members of a noble calling, and 
in nime cases out of ten their better nature 
will speedily assert itself. The tenth man, if 
too hard to mouid into military shape, can be dis- 
ciplined first and ejected afterwards if discipline 
proves useless. There seems, to us at least, no diffi- 
culty in maintaining at all times the proper rela- 
tions on duty and off duty between the officer and 
the enlisted man. Each has specific duties to per- 
form, well defined, and beyond which neither of- 
ficer nor soldier basa right to go. Let each stick 
closely to the letter of his duty and his obedience, 
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and we fancy-but little friction could occur. But 
the step beyond leads too often to the injary of the 
Service. We are firm believers, always, in a rigid 
discipline, based upon the Military Code and ina 
exact performance of the several duties and re- 
sponsibilities imposed by regula:ions upon each 
member of the military profession. But the obliga- 
tion upon the officer is just as imperative as upon 
the enlisted man. If he fails he should be held to 
an accountability which will make him understand 
that the control given him over the liberty of others 
is a sacred trust which must not be influenced in 
its administration in the smallest degree by per- 
sonal feeling or personal interest. 








AT the last meeting of the Society of the Army 
of the Potomac a committee was appointed to 


} arrange for a reunion of the Northern and Southern 


veterans on the field of Gettysburg next July. 
Whatever may be thought of the project, it was the 
duty of those who accepted places upon the com- 
mittee to carry out the spirit and purpose of the 
resolution under which they were acting, and in 
selecting an orator for the occarion to bear in mind 
the fect that he was to address the soldiers of both 
the armies which met at Gettysburg in 1863. It 
was suggested that the Comte de Paris should be 
invited, his selection being based upon his thorough 
study of the Gettysburg campaign from an unpar- 
tisan point of view, and not upon any claim of 
distinguished service during the war, which no one 
assumes to have been rendered. As Captain Phil- 
lippi D’Or'eans, late U. 8S. Vols., the Count has 
been a member of the Society of the Army of the 
Potomac since its first organization, and this 
was a further argument for his selection. Of 
the forty-two members of the committee all ex- 
pressing an opinion concurred in this choice 
with the exception of two. One of these was 
General Benj. F. Butler, which fact would not 
have been mentioned had not General Butler chosen 
to make it public by giving to the press this 
despatch : 


General Daniel Butterfield: 

Yours asking my consent and signature to an invitation to 
the Comte de Paris to deliver the address at Gettysburg, I 
answer by telegraph as requested : 

I am too American, and I ho 
the War of the Rebellion, to invite a Freachman who, be- 
cause be was a Prince, was permitted to play soldier for bis 
own aggrandizement on the staff of a Commanding General 
io that war. and who as such officer was at one time at the 
bead of that General's Bureau of Information, and for want 
of knowledge of the peculiarities of our peo pone the 
idioms of our language, did his Commander, as m to 
know, great mischief, to speak for the armies of bay nited 
States at the reunion at Gettysburg. I would rather agree 
to any ollicer of the rank of Colonel or above who served 
through the war to be such represeatative of our soldiers. 

Bans. F. BUTLER. 

General Butler evidently considered his autograph 
valuable even at the end of a telegram, for he left 
the despatch to be paid for bythe gentleman to 
whom he addressed it, the other despatched received 
by him being prepaid. This is not important, but it 
is characteristic. There was an understanding 
among the committee that the discussion as to the 
choice of orator should be considered confidential, 
and the propriety of this was obvious without any 
such understanding. But General Butler evidently 
has a different idea of the proprieties. As he will 
hardly claim to be more of au ‘‘ American” or ‘“‘a 
soldier of the War of the Rebellion” than Slocum, 
Couch, Doubleday, Parke, Hunt, Robinson, Barlow, 
and others whose names appear upon the committee, 
his course is doubtless to be explained by that much 
finer appreciation of the obligations of the geatle- 
man, which 1s General Butler's Cistinguishing char- 


acteristic.

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THE OUTSIDE LINE OF DEFENCE. 


THE paper read before the Military Service Losti- 
tution on Dec. 8, by Ist Lieut. E. M. Weaver, 2d 
Artillery, was a very interesting and valuable one. 
The subject was the armament of the outside line in 
the defence of our sea coast. The author limited 
himeelf in the discussion to considering the charac- 
ter, number and location of the heavy runs needed 
on the outside line of coast defence from the 
main coast to New York City, and some general 
remarks as to how the guns needed might be sup- 
plied. The following points were made: 

1. The function of the outside line of defence is to 
hold off the most powerful baval guns that can be 
floated against us behind the most powerful armor 
to a point beyond the extreme range of these guns 
trom the point to be defended. 

2. The resisting capacity of the highest type of 
modern compound und steel armor, and the ex- 
treme ranges of the longest range guns are the 
fundamental points to be observed and developed 
in determining this problem. 

3. The effect of armor, considered in relation to 
the shore guns opposed to it, is to increase the effec- 
tive range of the guns it protects; for such guus may 
be brought toa poiut where the resisting capacity 
of the target just overmatches the projectile energy 
of the shore guns. 

4. Recent experiments go to show that modern 
first-class stee) or compound plates will successfully 
bear a projectile energy of about 1,500 foot tons per 
ton of plate. [f we consider such ships as the Tra- 
falgar and Nile as fair samples of the coming heavy 
battle ship, tue 20-in. compound armor they carry 
will call for a total projectile energy of 55.500 toot 
tons to overmatch it—assuming the effect of the 
blow to be limited to a surface area of 10ft.xl0ft. 
(The Spezia plates were about 11ft.x10ft.) 

5. lt seems fair under existing data to assume 18 
inch asthe maximum calibre gun tbat is likely to 
be floated. on ships built for general fighting work; 
such a gun, if of first power measured by existing 
types, will have a range at 20 deg. elevation of over 
17,000 yds. or 10 miles. 

6. A cardinal principle of shore fire is, that it 
ought to be superior m weight to ship fire; this, 
with an emplacement without motion, should 
always enable us to enjoy a decided advantage, 
both as to power and accuracy in a combat with 
ships. And, whatever iucrease may occur, our ex- 
emption from ail restrictions as to weight and space 
allows us to select that degree of advantage that 
best suits our conditions, the only limits being that 
the gun shall be within the manufacturing ability 
of the time. 

7. Under these principles a 20 in. gun is selected to 
oppose the 18 ip. gun thatis likely to come agaiust 


us. 

8 Sucha gun would be more powerful than 
Krupp’s proposed J50 ton 17.5in. gun, which is to 
fire a 3,360 lbs. projectile, or the English proposed 
156 ton; the projectile of the 20 in. gun would weigh 
about 4 500 Lbs. 

9. The gun could be produced either by Krupp or 
the Elswick Co., and it is understood that the 
Hotehkiss Co., of this country, stands ready to 
make guns of this calibre on the De Bryuck system. 

10. This proposed 20 in. gun would give a total 
projectile energy of 55.500 foot-tons at 11.806 yds.— 
six miles—and if mounted on vur coast line would 
give effective protection against bombardment by 
guns bebind 20 in. armor at this range; and reason- 
able safety could be guaranteed to all seaports of 
the New England coast to New York—this being as 
far as the coast was considered. 

lL. The proposed 161n. gun of the Fortification 
Board, granting it a projectile weighing 2,300 lbs.— 
which is a libera! allowance—and a muzzle velocity 
of 2,000 feet per second, will not be effective against 
a plate 20 in. thick such as is above described at one 
mile. To be exact, the ballistic deduction makes it 
1,624 yds. 

12. If our coast were fully armed with 16 in. guns, 
it is withia present limits of possibility for ships 
covered with such armor and carrying 18 in. guns, 
or even smaller calibres, to stand beyond one mile 
from the shore and within eight to ten miles of al- 
most auy of our seaport cities and fire overland into 
the city being defended. The 20in. gun would not 
only give effective protection us opposed to lack of 
protection afforded by a 16in. gun, but it would be 
cheaper to arm our coast with the larger gun be- 
cause fewer guns and forts would be needed. The 
relative numbers may approximately be had by 
comparing the effective ranges of the two guns 
against the 20 in. plate, which are as 1,624 is to 11,806, 
or, say, as 2 is to12; or since each gun’s fire will 
cover a circular area these effectively guarded areas 
will be to each other as the squares of these num- 
bers. or (2)?: (12)2, or 4; 144, o¢ the effective area of 
the 20in. gua will be a times greater than that of 
the 16in. gun. It is not likely that a 20in, gun 
would cost more than two léin, guns. Under this 
hypothesis, if our coast could be effectively guarded 
by the 16 in. gun, it would cost 18 times more than 
the same work done by « 20 in. gun. 

13. It is thought the system of sea coast defence 
Ought to include the closing of Penobscot Bay, and 
that the coast from this point to Portsmouth, XN. H., 
ought to be considered together as a unit in the 
scheme, 

14. The outside defence of New York on the Sound 
eutrance and all Sound cities would be made from 
Napotine Point, through Fisher’s Island, Great Gull 
Island, to Gardiner’s Point, at tae eastern entrance 
to the Sound, The defence at Throgg’s Neck would 
thus become an interior defence. 

15. In supplying guns in the future, and in formu- 
lating a policy in tms matter, the Government 
Ought to encourage private factors as well as Gov- 
ernment factors to produce finished guns as well as 
the rough parts, and since the lives and reputation 
of artillerymen hang in time of war upon the effece 
tiveness of the guns as to power as well as accuracy, 
it ig not unreasonable to demand that they be al- 
lowed a voice in determining whether weapons are 
fit for the purposes in hand,

Secretary Eodicott has been represented as the 
soul of red tape, and it has been said that every- 
thing that comesin or goes out of his department 
bas to be bound with silk ribbon and sealed with 
wax upon which is the monogram of Massachusetts. 
This isa mistake. The Secretary has nothing snob- 
bieh about bimw, and it is his rule in receiving his 
callers to attend to the business which is before him 
before taking up other business. If he is engaged 
on some matter of importance with Gen. Sheridan 
he gives instruction that he is not at home to ordin- 
ary callers until he is through with the thing at is- 
sue. He receives, as a rule, all callers who come at 
the proper hours, and a large part of the present re- 
putation he holds for exclusiveness comes from the 
story of his trouble with Henry Watterson, which, 
by the way, has never been truly represented. 

Mr. Watterson called at the Department, and 
when the nume came in to the Secretary it was pre- 
sented to him as H. Wallerson. Mr. Endivott asked 
his Secretary who H. Wallerson was, and the young 
man said he had never beard of Wallerson, and he 
could pot amount to very much. Mr. Endicott was 
busy at the time, and he gave directions that he 
could not be seen. 

Secretary Endicott is ssid to be yery thorough in 
his Department work. He brings his legal mind to 
bear on all questions rubmitted to him, and he uses 
here the same judicial methods which he practiced 
on the bench. He looks on all sides of a question be- 
fore deciding, and he believes in getting all the evi- 
dence before he renders a decision. He saves him- 
self as much as be can io his work and believes in 
getting others to do his work for him. He has his 
office thoroughly systematized. 

His chief clerk, Mr. Tweedale, A be called En- 
dicott’s Department secret ° 2 oversees all 
matters conrected with the Department, settles the 
mivor guestious and refers the more important ones 
to Mr. Endicott. Capt. Taylor is military secretary, 
and has charge of all matters relating to the Ord- 
nance Department and disbursements, extra — | 
pay to soldiers, etc.; and Major Asa B. Gardner is 
legal secretary, and from his former office as Judge- 
Advocate General is well fitted for this position. 
Then there is a private cooretety in Mr. Hurd, a 
very pleasant gentleman, who looks over his chief's 
mail aod auswers part of his letters according to di- 
rections, who attends to his callers and who has 
eharge of the anteroom of the Secretarv’s office. 
Then there 1s Adjt.-Gen. Drum, who attends to the 
personnel of the Army and the duties of thesoldiers, 
and Major Adams, who has charge of the engineer- 
ing works and river and harbor improvements. In 
this thorough division of his work Secretary Endi- 
cott has been enabled to render very efficient ser- 
vice, and to dispense with the assistant secretary 
and solicitor, which the other cabinet officers are 
awarded by Congress 

Secretary Endicott is a man of broad culture and 
of wide travels. Heis a graduate of Harvard uai- 
versity and he has studious habits. He has a good 
library, keeps up with the current literature aod is 
very fond of the law. As is natural for a man who 
comes by direct descent from the first governor of 
Massachusetts, he knows by keart the genvealo 
ical trees of the old famihes of his State. He 
full of Massachusetts legendary lore, and he likes to 
tell stories of the Pilgrim Fathers. He bas a good 
deal of the nature of old JohnEndicott in bim,tbougb 
he does pot resemble him wuch in features. Secre- 
tary Endicott is also a direct descendant of Jacob 
Crowninsbield, who was appointed Secretary of the 
Navy by President Jefferson on Mar. 3, 1806, and his 
grand uncle was Benjamin William Crowninabield, 
Secretary of the Navy under Madison and Monroe. 
Mrs. Endicott 1s indirectly a relative of President 
Cleveland, and sbe is a first cousin of her husband. 

Secretary Eodicott lives very nicely at Washing- 
ton. He bas George Pendieton's house on Sixteenth 
street just above Scott circle and just next to that 
of Geo. M. Robeson, ex- Secretary‘ of the Havy. The 
house ig a three story red brick with a dash o Queen 
Anne architecture about it, It bas a Jarge lawn sur- 
rounding it and ic is beautifully finished and ele- 
gantly furnished. The three reception rooms on the 
ground floor are so grrap that they can be thrown 
into one and they have double doors opening into a 
hall which is finished in polished oak. Secretary 
Eadicott's; workshop at his home is ina his library, 
which is a large room ou the second floor, and which 
is one of the most charming rooms in the house.

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a General Court-martial admitting a wife to testify for her 
husband is not sanctioned; and the action of the court in the 
matter is disapproved. The sourt was clearly wrong in ex- 
cluding certain inquiries on the cross-examinvation of the 
acc when on the stand asa witness. Undoubtedly when 
an acoused person takes the witness stand in bis own behalf, 
to testify under oath, itis a plain exclusion ot the truth to 
prevent a properly conducted cross-examination, as the 
court seems to have donein thiscase. There is something 
extraordinary in the rulings of the court which excluded 
testimony in rebuttal offered for the purpose of showing the 
want of credibility of witnesses for the defence. Whether 
the findings and sentence would have been different had the 
court pursued the usua! fairness as indicated in the above 
objections, and had it been more willing to allow the intro- 
duction of circumstantial evidence, the reviewing officer 
has no means of determining, and is therefore left to the 
simple alternative of approval or disapproval. With the 
foregoing remarks the procoedings and findings are con- 
rmed

Post Funds.—Gen. Merritt, commanding Dept. 
Missouri, in a decision on certain proceedings of a 
council of Administration says: ‘ As the post com- 
mander is held responsible for any unauthorized ex- 
penditures of the post fund, and as the regulations 
make it his duty to verify and approve ali accounts, 
his opinions as an officer especially interested in 
matters pertaining to the post fund expenditures 
should habitually be conclusive. The devision that 
magazines cannot besubscribed for from post funds 
is imperative in Cir. No. 5, A. G. O., 1886, and Cir. 
No. 6, A. G. O., 1887. The council in this case claims 
to purchase missing numbers in order to make up 
the volumes evidevtly to be bound in books for the 
library. This would seem to be xu fair claim, but on 
turping to the proceedings cf the council it 1s found 
that the magazines waated to complete the files are 
allissued fora year or the greater part ofa year. 
The decision of the post commander is therefore 
concurred in. So far as the books mentioned are 
concerned, as it is a matter of personal opinion as to 
some of the books not being of personal interest, it 
1s thought that this difference can be settled a> the 
post. Army Regulations 528, 566 and 575 cover the 
sources from which the post fund accrues, A charge 
for it to the post trader is net approved. The fol- 
lowing is the decision of the Secre of War on 
the subject, as to its interferiag with the rights of a 
post trader, of date of June 29, in reply to a request 
of May 19, for a decision as to whether company 
or post canteens at a post where there is a post 
trader havearight to sell cigars, tobacco, beer or 
any article kept for sale by the posttrader: *The 
operation of the canteen referred to does not in- 
fringe upon the post trader as defined by the statutes 
and the Army Regulations.’”

Data on Muster Rolls.—The Secretary of War has 
approved the recommendation of the Paymaster- 
General that, where monthly master of troops has 
been authorized, the proper officers b2 instructed in 
mustering troops on the last day of February.

Printz says he was afraid to return to the 
barracks, lest he be punished for the loss of his cap 
aud arms, so deserted.”

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 





Division of the Atlantic.—Maj.-Gen. Schofield, 


A complaint having been made that the colored 
inbabitants of Freedman’s village, which is located 
within the reservation of Fort Myer, Va., have been 
in the habit of cutting down trees in the cemetery, 
the Secretary of War has issued an order requiring 
all the inhabitants of Freedman’s village, as well as 
all other unauthorized persons living within the 
reservation limits, to remove within a reasonable 
time. 

We have made several allusions already to the 
very interesting and able report of Major General 
Schofield for the past year. In conside the needs 
of the military service, especially in the Division of 














the Atlantic, the General has an able argument on 
the subject of coast defences. e ‘ 

The Secretary of War has suspended indefinitely 
the operation of the order directiug the removal of 
Freedmen's Village, the negro colony on the Arlin 
ton reservation, on which Fort Myer, V 
situated. 

The C. O. Madison Barracks has been directed to 
transfer to the Secretary of the U. 8. Military Ser- 
vice Institution, Governor's Island, one of the two 
old field pieces captured from the British in 1812. 





Dept. of the,Platte—Brig. Gen. George Orook. 

A roster of troops, Dept. Platte, for December, 
just received, contains some interesting “ notes," 
showing the operations of the troops under General 
Crook since August last. The account of General 
Crook’s interview with the Governor of Colorado, 
at Meeker, in August last, and of the Indian troubles 
in that locality is especially interesting. 





Dept. of Texas,— Brig, Gen. D. 8. Stanley. 

Gen. Stanley presevts an interesting annual re- 
port. Referring to Fort Bliss he says: ‘It is one of 
the mistukes in the way of locating a military post 
amounting to a blunder. The place is utterly uvfit 
for military purposes. The reservation of 133 acres 
has some value as city property, and Il recommend 
that the same plan be taken in regard to the post as 
has been apple to Newport Barracks, Ky.” Upon 
the subject of the soldiers’ table fare he says:

ese officers. rs are not furnis: roper 
tables, nor is pork a commodity that can be bartered ‘or 
vegetablesin this State, as itis not used as food or quoted 
in market. The policy of the Subsistence Department, 
therefore, compels the soldier to sys pose of his neces- 
sary ration, a thing not contempla in the understandio 
of the contract contained in the vatb of enlistment. Th 
condition of the ration question is a fruitful source of de- 
sertion, and I think con be remedied, if carefully examined 
on the principles of equity and right. 

Capt. 8. T. Cushing, chief C.S., in a sub-report 
recommends that the Subsistence Department be re- 
quired to furnish, upon the properly approved re- 
quisition of the company commanders, such proper 
cooking utensils, table ware and cutlery,as may be 
needed to prepare for use, and to serve in an appe- 
ones manner, upon the table, the food which it 
furnishes for the subsistence of tbe soldiers. 

Capt. J.G. Ballance, Judge Advocate, referring 
to causes of desertion, says: **There can be no doubt 
but that there is great dissatisfaction in the Army 
with the ration as now issued, although opinions 
differ as to the nature of the remedy. The power 
of logic and arithmetical computation have aot yet 
reached that point of perfection that they can con- 
vince the average man that his hunger is the mere 
result of imagination. And there can be no doubt, 
many desertions are caused by the soldiers’ inabil- 
ity understand or appreciate such logic. The 
happiness and comfort of the enlisted men of a 

mpany, depend pow, not so much on the ability 
| the company commander as an officer, and the 
attention he pays to his legitimate duties, as on his 
inherent, or cultivated ability to trade in pork and 
fresh vegetables.”’ 

There are many otherinteresting features iu Gen. 
Stanley’s report, all worthy of careful attention. 





Dept. of Dakota.—Brig. Gen. T. H. Ruger. 

General Ruger, in his annual report, says: ** There 
bas been a decrease the present year, as compared 
with former years, in Indian depredations and in 
raids between reservation Indians, and also of pre- 
datory incursions by Indians of the Canadian North- 
west Territory. he better stale in general is, 
doubtless, owing to continued activity, 
past, by the troops, to suppress the evils indicated, 
and a gradual accommodation of the Indians to 
their more dependent condition, following the ex- 
tinction of the buffalo, and the 1 owing to 
settlement of the country and extension of rail- 
roads, of all the places of refuge to which, 
formerly, they went, when hostile, for at least tem- 
porary security. I do not, however, wish it implied, 
from the foregoing remarks, that I think a re- 
duction of the forcein the Department advisable, 
as I am of opinion that necessity will exist, for 
years, for the retention, if not establishment, of 
posts at suitable points to give means, by quick con- 
centration of adequate force, to repress at the out- 
set inclination to hostility, still to be provided 
against, on the part of reservation Indians, who 
could now, if not controlled, do praster harm iva 
short time, with settlemeuts within easy reach, than 
was formerly done, by years of hostility.” 


Diviston of the Pactfic—Maj.-Gen.0O. 0. Howard, 
To bis annual report Major-Gen. Howard says that 
the amount of desertion in the Division of the Pa- 
cific this year bas reached nearly 8 per cent.; this is 
more than 2 per cent. increase over the loss from 
this cause last year, the Department of Arizona fur- 
visbing the largest per centum of the increaseand 
the rtment of California the smaliest. Heis 
strongly of the opinion thata shorter first enlist- 
ment would be beneticial, making less desertions and 
enabling recruiting officers to secure a larger pro- 
ortion than now of good reliable men. There has 
| oh a noticeable advance in the instruction and 
discipline of the troops in the Division during the 
past year. Thereis a proper spirit among the off- 
cers generally; but the companies when full are 
small, and practically much less than full. So long 
as the majority of the soldiers are required to labor 
daily at all kinds of work in garrisons and about the 
reservations, work that should properly be per- 
formed by hired labor, just so long will the gauge of 
inetruction be low. There has been a marked im- 
provement in the rifle practice of the Division,and the 
standard attained at the Division contest is bigher 
than before.

or the enactment of a general law which w 
equitable punishment for s'milar offences th

There are three of.them here, paid at the rate ef $30 per 
month, but the patients pay them a little extra in order to 
obtain a rub which will bring the bieod in circulation 
again. After this we remain in the room for the purpose of 
sweating and you should see bow the water runs off a fellow. 
After sweating io this manner for about an bour we go into 
the sitting room to cool off and oy. on dry clothing, and to 
cool off that room must at least be 90°. There we remain an 
additional hour or more.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


lst SerGt. JoHN CONNELL, Co. H, 18th Infantry, was re- 
cently tried for * marching a drunken man on the detail for 
guard,” and private Leander , Same company, was tried 
tor being drunk at guard mounting. Both were acquitted. 
The reviewing authority, Gen. Merritt, says: “The findings 
aod acquittals are disapproved. The testimony of the post 
adjutant and the officer of the guard is positive as to Private 
Case's condition at guard mounting, aud that of the corporal 
of the gnard shows conclusively what it was a few minutes 
afterwa' Upon careful consideration of the cases the 
department commander is unable to reconcile the findings 
of the court with the evidence: in his opinion Private Case 
was under the influence of hquor at guard mouoting and 
Sergt. Conne)l wae accordingly derelict in bis duty in march- 
ing him out with his detail in that condition. (G. C. M. O. 40, 


Dept. Mo., 1887.) 
[hi winking at a man’s condition at guard mount too 
often results in the man getting on guard, then bein3 found 
drunk and confined for violation of the 38th Article of War, 
a more serious affair than violation of the 62d. Better con- 
fine,him before than after.—Ep.

In the case of two soldiers recently tried at Fort Randall, 
D. T., for disobedience of orders, the reviewing authority 
Gen. T. H. Ruger, says: “The proceedings, findings and 
sentences are approved. It appears from the evidence that 
the disobedience of Jawful orders was attended with delib- 
eration and persistence, after instruction and warning as to 
the nature of the offence ; and also with concert of action 
with other soldiers in a purpose to disobey. On their trial 
the prisoners sought to justify their disobedience on the 
ground of unlawfulness oi the order disobeyed. The order 
required them to unload Gover t freight from a steam- 
boat at the post landing. lt was entirely within the discre- 
tion of the commanding officer to decide whether the ex- 
igencies of the Service, and the good of the post, made it 
pecessary or proper, to receive the property on the boat, or 
await the acticn of the boat's captain to unload the same. It 

however, considered that the requirements of discipline 

ll be met bya less severe punishment. So much of the sen- 
tence, therefore, as relates to confinement at hard labor, is 
mitigated to three years in each case, and as thus mitigated, 
the sentences will duly executed. The military prison at 
Fort Leavenworth is Sesgnates as the place of confinement.” 

General Service Clerk Thomas Brown, who deserted from 
Whipple Barracks in 1882, was apprehended, escaped from

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


3omME comment has been elicited by the discovery 
that the bottom plating of the steel cruiser Atlanta 
shows unmistakable signs of the ship’s having been 
aground on a rocky bottom long enough to displace 
considerable of the cement on the inside, as well as 
to bend one or more of the athwaritship bulkheads 
to an appreciable extent. Up to the present time it 
1s not definitely known whether any of the ship’s 
frames are injured, but enough has been ascertained 
to render it certain that considerable work will be 
— to give theship afair bottom and true 
ines. 

A QuIEeT investigation is being made as to the 
reasons necessitating repairs on the Trenton so soon 
after sbe was fitted out for a three years’ cruize. 
The Trenton was in the hands of the officers of the 
Norfolk Navy-ya:d for nearly a year before she 
started on her trip for Rio. This trip consumed but 
afew months, and yet she is now to undergo con- 
siderable repairing ut New York. When the vessel 
left Norfolk she was reported to bein good con- 
dition. An effort will be made to fix the responsi- 
bility for the manner in which the work was done. 


Tue fine Herreshoff steam cutter destined to re- 

lace the present receiving ship launch, has been 
ying near the Cob Dock landing, Brooklyn, this 
week, and has attracted a great deal of attention on 
account of the graceful design and outline, and the 
lightness with whicn the little craft rests on the 
water. Although the machinery is somewhat small 
for the digplacement of the boat, it is expected that 
her fine lines and an efficient propeller will enable a 
speed of nearly ten knots to be made in smooth 
water. The boat is ot cedar, coppered, with a 
bronze stem and interior fittings of cedar and ma- 
hogany. 

Work on the Trenton to fit her for sea is nearing 
completion, and it is expected that by Christmas 
Day she will be about ready to sail, Considerable 
work, however, remains to be done in connection 
with her search-light Sp rged. but it is uot likely 
that her departure will be materially sears on 
that account. Curiosity is rife as to the destination 
of the Trenton, the balance of opinion seeming to 
be on the side of a South Pacific cruise as flagship. 
There are those on board, however, who fee) well- 
£rounded in rhe belief that the Mediterranean is to 
be the ultimate destination. Whichever station re- 
ceives her will be fortunate. 

Tut docking of the Richmond, which it was 
hoped might have been accomplished by the pres- 
ent week, 1s stiJl delayed by some difficulty with the 
Pumping machinery of the dock. As soon as the 
necessary work is done, the Richmond will proceed 
south for a winter cruise. It is feared by some that 
an examination of her bottom may reveal the ne

ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 


Work on the new Ordnance Shop at the Washing- 
ton Yard has, thapks to the mild weather of the 
winter so far, unde good progress, but no further 
masonry construction will tegries on until after 
the freezing weather is over. During the comiug 
year it is likely tbat rapid progress will be made at 
this Yard, and all the plant which can_be util 
will be required to keep up with the demands for 
guns and fittings on the new ships already com- 
pleted aad to be built. 


Tue Secretary of the Treasury has sent a letter 
to the Speaker of the House concerning the need of 
a marine hospital at the pers of New York, in 
accordance with the clause in the last Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill. He cites the reports of his pre- 
decessors to Congress on this stibject, which, he 
says, seemed to bave esca the attention of the 
framers of the law. Reference is also made toa 
letter from Secretary Whitney, stating that the 
Navy Department bas no land under its control 
which van be transferred te the Treasury Depart- 
ment as a site for the hospita] without prejudice to 
the interests of the Service. It is recommended that 
Congress make an appropriation of $250, to 
evable the Secretary of the Treasury to establish a 
marine hospital at New York. 

Work on the steam-steerivg gear of the U. S. 8 
Enterprise is nearly completed, and_ as soon as some 
necessaly work in the dry dock shall have been fin- 
ished, it is expected that she will proceed to join the 
squadron under command of Rear Admiral Greer. 
Comdr. McUalla has begun an excellent innovation 
in constructing a wheel-house and cbart-room on 
the bridge forward of thesmoke-pipe. His exam- 
ple is to be followed by Comdr. Mullan, of the Nipsic, 
and it is probable that the other ships of this class 
will be improved in the same way. Taken alto- 
gether, it is believed that the Enterprise is to-day 
one of the best of the wooden ships remainingin the 
Navy, and if but one or two modern guns could be 
substituted for the obsolete smooth-bore battery at 
present mounted on board, this sbip would compare 
favorably with many wodern vessels of similar dis- 
placement. 


CHIEF-CONSTRUCTOR WILSON has about concluded 
that the best way to dispose of the condemned New 
York, which bas so long cumbered the ground, and 
occupied valuable space at the New York Navy- 
yard, is to break the vessel uuder Government su- 
pervision, work mm as much of the material as is 
prac:icable for Navy uses, sell the rest, and so dis- 
pose of an eyesore of mauy years’ standing. The 
work, however, will scarcely be inaugurated until 
next spring; and as soon as the vessel is removed, 
he will recommend that the venerable ship-house 
wherein the New York hes be torn down, to be re- 
placed in due course by either a newer and improved 
edifice for the same uses, or such other construction 
as may be required at that time. Uniees sumething 
of the kind is done, there is danger that a catas- 
trophe may ensue during a gale or heavy storm, in- 
volving not only destruction of property but loss of 
life. It is understood that Constructor Pook is 
favorable to the proposed disposition of both ship 
and house. 


CompPpuete plans for hulls and machinery of two 
ships of war have lately been received by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy from Sir Edward Reed, of Eng- 
land, and are attracting cousiderable attention from 
officers of the Department. These plans were fur- 
nished by Sir Edward Reed in accordance with an 
arrangement with Secretary Whitney by which the 
designer was to be reimbursed for all expenses in 
volved in their preparation. He had been invited 
to present plans in competition with others for the 
prize cffered for the plans for the battle ship and 
armored cruiser, but he declined to enter, and the 
agreement above mentioned was made. The two 
plans submitted are similar in every respect, except 
that one is for a 6,300 ton vessel and the other a 
7,010 tons. ‘I'he vessels may be briefly described as 
bigh freeboard turret ships, with protective decks 
of dome shape. Vertical mounted cylinder, triple 
expansion engines are planned for sem. Sir Ed- 
ward Reed, the designer, was at one time director 
of covstruction in the British Navy. He resigned 
his position because he would not countenance the 
construction of the Captain, a vessel designed by 
Capt. Coles, of the British Navy. The vessel wus 
afterwards coustrucied in accordance with Capt. 
Coles’s plans, and capsized with 400 people on board, 
not one of whom was saved. ‘The Government, ap- 
preciating the service of Sir Charles after his retire- 
ment, awarded him $50,000 from the public treasury.

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WHAT'S IN A NAME. 

THERE is a singular coincidence in regard to the 
British gunboat lately reported lost, to which we 
have already alluded. On September 22, 1884, 
H. M. gunboat Wasp was wrecked on the north- 
west coast ofj Ireland, with the loss of all hands 
excepting six men (one of them that usually for- 
tunate functionary, the ship’s cook). The Admir- 
alty, with commendable ;economy of invention, 
clapped the same name upon a new steel gunboat 
launched at Elswick last year, and upon her first 
commission sent her to China. She got as far as 
Singapore without special mishap or adventure ; 
sailed from that port for Hong Kong or Shanghai 
on September 10, 1887, and has not been heard of 
since. The svasand islands in every direction have 
been searched in vain; not a vestige of the vessel or 
her crew has been found. 

Thus the new Wasp, with all on board, was lost 
in a typhoon almost precisely three years after the 
wreck of the vessel whose name she bore. 

This was, of course, only a coincidence. And 
yet, why should the Admiralty have cursed a new 
ship with a name of evil omen, when there were 


so many other bugs and§insects—if their lordsbips 
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must insist upon borrowing from the realms of 
entomology—that were in no way connected with so 
recent and su sad an occurrence as that with which 
the name of Wasp was associated in the British 
Navy? Who does not know how often the fate of 
their immediate prodecessors must have been re- 
ferred to by the crew of this unfortunate vessel, 
and how often she must have been ‘* damned for an 
unlucky ship” when things went wrong, as they 
always do, some time or another, in every craft? It 
is all very well to say that no ill luck attended the 
earlier Wasps of the beginning of the century. 
Men’s minds do not go back so far in these matters; 
but they know and remember the disasters that 
have befallen within their own memories. 

After all, there is a good deal in a name, as every 
seafaring man knows ; and “if it should ever meet 
the eye ” of the personage in our own Navy Depart- 
ment who will be responsible for christening the 
new bantlings now being brought forward for the 
Naval Service, let us hope tbat he will take this fact 
and Jack’s prejudices into consideration before pro- 
ceeding to the discharge of that important duty and 
giving names to those vessels now known only by 
numbers. Let us have names in the New Navy 
that suggest honorable and valiant deeds, and use- 
ful service to the country in the days of the Old 
Navy. They never grow old and men never tire of 
them. Modern Philistinism cannot kill the wortoy 
sentiments that are inspired by the memory of great 
deeds. There are ships in commission to-day, in 
the British Service, whose names figured in the 
fight with the Spanish Armada and in many a bat- 
tle since ; and the names of those battles are printed 
under the names of the ships in the quarterly Navy 
List. 

Many good, old, characteristic names haye lapsed 
on our Navy Register which the Service and the 
country would gladly sce revived in modern ves- 
sels, and the officers and men of the Navy of to-day 
would be proud to be connected with. What better 
or more suggestive ones are there now on the list 
than Constitution, Hartford, Essex, Kearsarge ? 
May they never disappear from it. But let us haye 
no Hurons or Oneidas, no Somers, no Albany. 
Let the names of dead ships be buried with them, 
not from superstitions motives, but as a matter of 
sentiment. Rather than bave them revived, we 
would prefer to see the roll of American towns in 
the Navy Register go on increasing (if the country 
could get a new steel ship for each of them) until 
even Oshkosh and Mauch Chunk and Kansas 
City shall have each its representative afloat, a ter- 
ror to the enemies of our great country. 








FAILURE OF A DE BANGE GUN. 


We give here an interesting extract from the 
Brussels Journal about a matter which somehow or 
other has failed to attract the attention it deserves. 
The largest De Bange gun yet constructed—of the 
well known built-up type—interior tube and ex- 
terior hoops, so highly esteemed by our own mili- 
tary authorities—has failed, and failed in a manner 
that even the non-expert can understand. Colonel 
De Bange’s enunciates the false theory of construc- 
tion that underlies his system, ‘* but as this part of 
the gun is little strained.” It seems to us a chain 
is no stronger than its weakest link, and that, there- 
fore, nearly the whole length of the gun should be 
strong enough to resist longitudinal stress. In our 
judgment, in this lies the weak point of the French 
system of construction, the banding principle, too 
much longitudinal strain is thrown either upon the 
tube or upon the somewhat delicate screw breech 
mechanism. This accounts for the failures of the 
system in England and in France :

We announced yesterday that the beautiful De 
Bange gun, which excited so much admiration at 
the Antwerp Exhibition, had burst at Calaiw. Mr. 
1. de Macar, the Belgian agent of the Cail Company 
(of which Col. De Bunge is superintendent), con- 
ceives bimself injured by this simple announces, 
ment. He has written us a letter in regard to. the 
matter, and threatens a libel suit. We reply to our 
correspondent that we Lave mentione? neither him, 
nor his company, por his method of construction, 
nor bis superintendent; we have merely given an 
item of news, and have said nothing wounding to 
Col. De Bange, (a burst gun usually wounds only its 
eannoneers). The De Bange gun is a product of in- 
dustry—not a persov. However, to oblige Mr. de 
Macar, who is a nice gentlemen, we will give “liter 
ally,’’ as he demands, the essential portion of his let- 
ter, We omit only so much of his letter as refers 1 
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the press; this, on its part, can tuvoke the law. Here, 
then, ace Mr. de Macar’s explanations: : 

“The 14-inch De Bange was subjected at Calais in 
August toa series of experiments to determine its 
qualities. This model was intended to fire a 925 Ibs. 
projectile, with a velocity of 2,030 feet without 
straining the gun, or giving greater pressures than 
35,000 lbs. The carriage stood the test without the 
slightest injury, although its strength was doubted, 
considering the small weigbt of the gun. The pri- 
mers worked well, completely closing the vent, and 
being easily extracted by hand. It must be noted 
that these results have beeu obtained with a gun 
weighing only about 41 tons, that is only about 88 
times more than its projectile, while similar French 
murine and foreign guns weigh twice as much, and, 
further, in these guns, the pressures exceed 35,000 
lbs. On the 4th of August the experiments were 
about ended, and there remained only five rounds 
to be fired, when a regretable accident happened to 
the gun, without, however, invalidating any of the 
conclusions just mentioned. Here are the facts. 
During the hammering and assemblinz, Col. De 
Bange noticed a weak spot at about the middle of 
the tube; but as this part of the gun is Jittle strained, 
anu as be was pressed for time on account of the 
approaching opening of the Autwerp Exposition— 
when the gun was to be exhibited—Col. Bange 
gave the order to finish the gun. 

“The tube parted at this very point—on the third 
round of Aug. 4; there were no bursts. The metal 
of the tube beld by the frets did not fly, a proof of 
the excellence of the hooping method used. The 
firing was under angle of 10 deg.; the first two 
rounds gave a range of 9,300 yards, and the third, at 
which the gun ruptured, only 200 yards less. 

This accident is of no moment as regards the qual. 
ities of the system. A new gun of the same type is 
now under construction and will soon appear on the 
proving ground.” 

Mr. de Macar admits the “ regretable . accident,” 
but seeks to explain it away as advantageous as 
possible for his employers. The public will ap- 
preciate, 





THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


THE second weck of the session bas passed by 
without developing any event of special interest to 
the Army or Navy, and with very little work ac- 
complished by either house. The House adjourned 
from Tuesday until Friday, and again to Dec. 19. 
The Senate was in session from Monday until Thurs_ 
day. During this time about 800 bills and resolu- 
tions were introduced and referred to committees. 
All the bills relating to the two Services have fig- 
ured in previous Congresses. The Manderson, three 
battalion bill is again presented in the same form as 
last year. 

No bills were introduced in the House, and poba- 
bly will not be until after the holidays, when the 
committees will be announced. There are no new 
developments in regard tothe organization of the 
military and navel committees of the House. All 
speculation points to the appointment of Mr. 
Wheeler as chairman of the former, and Mr. Her- 
bert to again preside over the Naval Committee. 
None of the Army and Navy nominations have yet 
reached the Senate. <A long list of Army appoint- 
ments and promotions left the Secretary of War’s 
Office for the White House on Thursday, but did 
not get any further. The batch embraces all the 
recess appointments and promotions. And, in ad- 
dition, the promotions in the Medical Corps follow- 
ing Col. Perin’s retirement; those in the Engineer 
Corps, consequent upon Capt. Payson’s resignation; 
those in the 5th Artillery vice Van Reed, retired; 
and the promotions of 2d Lieut. R. M. Blatchford, 
lith Inf., vice Handforth, dismissed, and 2d Lieut. 
John F. McBlain, 9th Cay., to the vacancy in ths 
9th Cavalry, which has existed in the grade of 1st 
lieutenant since last spring. The latter officer, it 
will be remembered, was rejected at the last session 
of the Senate, and in consequence of such action 
the War Dep-rtment has been slow in acting in his 
case. It was lately decided by the Secretary of 
War, however, to follow out the course pursued in 
the Simpson case, viz.: to continue nominating the 
rejected officer to each recurring vacancy until he 
is either confirmed or disposed of in some other way. 
With the exception of the McBlain case and the pro- 
motions in the Medical Department, it is not ex- 
pected that any of the Army nominations will meet 
with opposition either in committee or in the Sen- 
ate. 








It is now obvious that the contracts for building 
our new war vessels cannot be completed within the 
time specified and the contractors are exerting 
every effort te secure an extension so as to avoid the 
heavy penalties resulting from delay. This exten- 
sion ought not to be allowed, and to permit the 
pressure of contractors to move the Department 
from its purpose not to allow it, is to repeat and 
perpetuate the regime of contractors’ control in the 
baval bureaus which bas been so much criticised | 


and which we have Béen so faithfully promised” 
should be ended. We hope that the bureau 
officers will unite with the Secretary of the 
Navy in resisting the pressure. To fail to 
do so is to transfer to them and to the 
naval service the criticism which belongs else- 
where. It is of the first importance that this should 
not be permitted if Congrees is to be asked to still 
further extend its liberality for the building up of 
the Navy. -The contract on one of the vessels, the 
gunboat No. 2, building at the Columbian Iron 
Works expires next week, Dec. 22. The dates for 
the expiration of the contracts with the names of 
the bnilders are as follows :

The most advanced vessels are the Charleston and 
the Baltimore. On both several payments have 
been made, but the contractors themselves acknow- 
ledge that it will require much more time than they 
have at their disposal to put the finishing touches 
on these vessels. 








From the manner in which Mr. Dolph takes hold 
of the subject of fortification and sea coast defences, 
it would seem that the matter will, at. least, be 
pretty thoroughly agitated this winter. In explain- 
ing his bill to the Senate on December 14, Mr. 
Dolph said : 

The people of this country are patiently waiting for Con- 
gress to apply some of the idle millions in the Treasury to 
provide for coast defences, The board on fortifications and 
other defences, appointee the President under the provi- 
eions of the act of March 8, 1885, bave recommended the im- 
mediate fortification of 27 ports. There are other ports at 
which fortifications are needed, but I presume that no one 
will dispute that the fortification of the 27 ports named is 
not only pocossaey but ie urgent. Our experience in the 
matter of works for the improvement of rivers and harbors 
bas demonstrated that it is impossibie to carry on economi- 
cally and successfully great public works by appropriations 
which are made from year to year. changes ia the poli- 
tical character of one or both branches of Congress, the dif- 
ferences of opinion upon these = way above all the 
apparent political necessity for cutting wn expenditures, 
render such appropriations uncertain and always unsatisfac- 
tory. I think every one will agree that if we are to enter 
upon this work at all it would be part of wisdom to appro- 
priate in one bill the amount necessary for the fortificat! 
uxzdertaken, viding for its expenditure from year to 

ear, as has n recommended by tbe board on fortifica- 

ions any other defences. The bill offered by me is 
upon this priaciple. It is proposed to appropriate the sum 
Of $126,000,000, im round aumbers, to be available as recom- 
mended by the board, $21,500,000 the first year and $9,000,000 
panne) or ll years thereafter until the whole amount is 
x pended, 





OF the Morse cartridge, one company commander 
at Fort Hays, Kansas, says : ‘‘ Can be reloaded three 
to six times, without rupture, and none of the 
shells fail to eject readily.” Opposed to this verdict 
are ten company commanders stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, Fort Lewis, Colo., and the 
new camp near Denver. From Highwood, near 
Chicago, and from Fort Missoula, M. T., come re- 
ports of five infantry captains, all of whom pro- 
nounce the cartridge made at Frankford Arsenal to 
be inferior in endurance and frequency of reloading 
to the Morse. For it are Companies E, 18th In- 
fantry; F, 6th Infantry; D, 3d Infantry; I, 3d In- 
fantry; F, 3d Infantry, and B, 8dInf. Against it are 
the ten companies stationed at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas, ; Fort Lewis, Colo., and near Denver.

Tue Marine Journal says: “* Asa bit of a warning 
to those of our Washington authorities who would 
blindly follow the lines laid down by foreign 
builders of warships and great guns, it is well to 
note that the English papers state that the machin- 
ery trials of the new steel armor-plated cruiser Nar- 
cissus have ‘again proved unsuccessful.’ Viewed in 
the light of Captain Bunce’s late report on the de- 
fects of the Atlanta, and its sister ship, the Boston, 
built on the same Jiues yet untesced, this informa- 
tion shows that absolute perfection 1s not yet as- 
sured by following foreign models. And it is also 
interesting to note that American shipbuilders fore- 
told a number of the defects in the Atlanta, de- 
monstrated by the late trials. Would it not be well 
to build at least one warship on a thoroughly Amer- 
ican model, untrammelled by foreign precedents 
where such should be counter to ourown ideas? As 
we propose to build our own vessels, let them be 
American in model as well as in material, and we 
bave faith that our builders will not betray the 
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“THE Orders recently issued by Rear Admiral Luce 
on the subject of great gun target practice need but 
little explanation, as the record is very explicit, and 
but litile remains to be said on that score, Too 
much, bowever, cannot be said of the success that 
bas attended the departure from old methvuds, in 
which it was “ hurry up and let’s get through with 
the quarter's target firing,” anything to expend the 
allowance in as short a time as possible, in order to 
start up the galley fires and not bave breakfast de- 
layed. Each vessel had ber own independent 
method of carrying out the practice and very little 
was gained from the diagrams forwarded to the 
Department as a history of what had taken place, 
The limited time allowed by the movements of the 
vessels during the past summer did not allow of the 
developmeut of the entire system. This is to begin 
with sighting and aiming drills on shipboard, then 
small arm practice, and a selection from those most 
proficient to fill the position of gun captains of the 
large guns. Tocarry out this pi ogressive echeme will 
necessitate establishing a range at some convenient 
place to which the vessels can repair in turn and go 
through all the preliminary drills before coming to- 
gether for the competitive firiugs, both for the indi- 
vidual and battery practice. The plan of the wix- 
ning vessel carryivg a pennant to distinguish her for 
proficiency in ** battery practice’ and the presenta- 
tion of a medal to the gun captain carrying off the 
bonors at “individual practice’ bave added greatly 
to the iuterest, and itis hoped that the Ordnance 
Bureau wili in the future take up this matter of 
awarding prizes and distinguishing badges for those 
who excel at the different classes of practice. 
The record of individua! practice shows bow much 
celerity enters in the race and altbough the targets 
made by two of the modern high-powered guns of 
the Atlanta were really the best; when the time al- 
lowance was considered the old fashioned smooth- 
bore 9-in. gun won. The finer sights and flatter tra- 
jectory of the modern weapon prove bow powerful 
a gun itis, and when the guns’ crews have become 
better accustomed to the manipulation of the piece 
the great stride that has been made in our Naval 
ordnance will be apparent to all.

DAMAGE 70 THE MARE ISLAND DRY DOCK. 
(Special telegram to the N. Y. Tribune.) 


About a fortnight ago, when the French man. of 
war 1€ was successfully docked at Mare 
island, there was much congratulation over tbe 
fact that the new stone dry dock had borne the 
weight of the great French vessel, upparently with- 
out strain. ‘l'o-day, however, it was learned thata 
dangerous crack bad appeared in the dock and that 
the settling of the mouth had split in two one of the 
great granite blocks. 

The dock was built of concrete and is now only 

tly faced with granite. it was constructed on 
jled ground, and by some strange error while the 
greater part of the foundation was furnished with 
piles, about fifty feet of one end was unprovided 
with such support. The dock was built 1n two sec- 
tions and this part nearest the caisson has begun to 
settle, while the main part remainsintact. The fis- 
sure in the concrete runs diagonally from the top 
of the dock to the granite, and one large stone on 
the twelfth altar of tbe course and thirty feet from 
the end is broken clean tbrongb. 

The stone is two feet wide by twoin thickness, and 
sixfeet Jong. A case knife can be inserted in the fis- 
sure. This fissure has been closed several times re- 
cently with cement, und the greatest care been 
taken to prevent news of it getting out. Experts in 
concrete who have viewed it declare it to be dan.

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THE STEVENSON COURT OF INQUIRY. 


_ENGINEER-IN-CHIEF MELVILLE bas been the prin- 
cipal witness before the Stevenson court thus far. 
He testified that Pay Director Stevenson urged the 
sale of the boilers, which are the subject of investi- 
gation, and after some demur he acquiesced in the 
sale, but was particular to say that ic must be by 
due process of law. He did notsee the boilers, and 
did not know they were fromthe Richmond. He 
was aware that nothing should be sold without 
proper authorization and advertisement, and thatis 
why he agreed to the sale only under that proviso 
He knew be was treading on dangerous ground. 
Comdr. McGowan, aid tothe commandant of the 
yard, was the next witness. He stated that Pay In- 
spector Stevenson, Carpenter Toy and himself were 
ordered to take charge of the sale of certain con- 
demned launches, cutters and other small boata on 
Nov. 12. The boats were all sold to highest bidder 
except one gig, which was withdrawn by Admiral 
Gherardi, and afterwards sold, but did not know to 
whom. Tbought the priceobtained was the sameas 
that paid at auction fora similar gig. Several wit- 
nesses swore that they bad seen fellow workmen in 
the yard placing new rope and bawsers among con- 
demned yoods, and when asked why they did it 
were told that Mr. Stevenson had ordered it. 

The boilers were suld for #400. Chief-Eng. Moore 
thought they would sell at private sale for $900. It 
was futher testified that the bill of sale was not 
dated, that the old-iron stock was short over twenty 
thousand pounds, and that Weighmaster Anderson 
allowed W. J. Garvey to sign weigh slips and deliver 
goods without authority. Clerk McNulty testified 
that be was ordered to make out bilis for goods not 
sold, and he had marked the entries of such in red 
ink for his own protection. 

“Did you report tbese discrepancies officially?’ 
asked the Judge- Advocate. 

** Yes, sir.”’ 

“To whom?” 

“To the Department by letter.”’ 

“Why did you not report them to the General 
Storekeeper?” 

*It wouldn’t do. He might report me.” 

The witness furnished for the information of the 
Court several of the papers used at the yard, which, 
when signed by the cierk and a commissioned offi 
cer, certify to removal of goods, together with their 
quantity, from the yard. Documents of this de- 
scription were produced, which had been signed by 
Clerk W. H. Garvey only, thus defeating the object 
of the regulation requiring the signature and super- 
vision of the commissioned officer.

NAVAL ACADEMY: 
ANNAPOLIS, Dec. 14, 1887. 


THE weather has been mild thus far at the Academy, but, 
in pursuance of the programme, indoor drilis began two 
weeks ago. These drills will be continued with but few 
changes until spring. 

The first class is exercised at steam drill, and receives In- 
struction in fercing and practical ordnance. The second 
class drills at steam with the first,and receives instruction 
in fencing and navy signals. The third and fourth classes 
have instruction in knotting and splicing by divisions, and 
the others are exercised at target practice, great-gun drill, 
and dancing. 

In the evening Swordmas‘er Corbesier and his assistants 
have classes who receive extra instructivn in fencing. Any 
cadet who can spare the time from his studies mav receive 

ese lessons. 

The practical instruction is one of the features of the 
Academy that is almost peculiar to it, though both Govern- 
ment Academies have it asa part of the course. As every 
cadet must teke it, a great part of the instruction intended 
to be of benefit after graduation 1s imparted in this way. 
The drills are always of interest to visitors, and it is unu- 
sual for a day to pare without the presence of pérsons 
watching the cadets in the steam building or fencing room. 

The only change besides this is a slight alteration in the 
daily routine, by which dinner 1s earlier in the day, leaving 
three-quarters of an hour for recreation before afternoon 
studies. The cadets appreciate this interval, and will prob- 
ox do so still more when warm weather comes. 

€ athletic sports for the fall are over as far as visiting 
rivals are concerned.

Military Urder of the Loyal Legion, 


Followiog is a copy of anactapproved March 10, 1887: 
Acts and Resolves of Massachusetts, chap. 67 (1887): “ An act 
to suarens persons from unlawfully using or wearing tbe 
insigpia of the Military Order of the —— Legion of the 
United States or of tha Grand Army or the Republic.” Be 
it enacted, etc., as follows: ** Whosoever shall wilfully wear 
or use the insignia of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United States or the insignia of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, for the purpose of oeeceneating that he is a 
member of either Order, unless he shall be a member of the 
Order whose insignia be shall so wear or use, shall be pun- 
ished by tine not exceeding $20, or by imprisonment in the 
house of correction not exceeding 30 days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment.”

in reference to the Revenue Marine, the Secretary 
of the Trédsuiy says in his annual report: 


There has been an increased pefformance of 
work by the revenue cutters. The officers of this 
service bave discharged their duties with energy 
and fidelity, and the vessels in tbeir charge have 
been safely and skilfully navigated on harbor and 
coasting duty and on extensive cruises. _ 

Thirty-eight vessels have been in commission dur- 
ing the year, and a new steamer has just been placed 
for boarding duty on the Mississippi River. The 
total number of persons employed in this service is

Forty-two persons were picked out of the water 
and saved from drowning. 

The Revenue Marine steamers Rush and Bear bave 
been actively engaged in enforcing the laws which 
probibit tbe killing of fur-seals in the Territory of 
Alaska and the waters thereof, except, under the 
supervision of the Government, at the Islands of St. 
Paul and st. George. 

Capt. L. G. Shepard, commanding the Rush, cruised 
during the summer between Ounalaska and the 
Pribylov Islands, and seized seven American and 
five British vessels, havicg on board 6,307 seal. skins. 

Capt. M. A. Healy, in command of the Bear, also 
seized two American and one British vessel, in the 
latter part of the season, having on board 5,155 seal- 
skins. The Bear, besides participating in the work 
of protecting seal life, proceeded as far north as 
Potnt Belcher, in the Arctic Ocean. At Port Clar- 
ence news was received of the probable survival of 
one or more of those on board the whaling-bark 
Napoleon when she was wrecked in May, 1885. The 
Bear visited the Siberian coast, and forty-five miles 
west of Cape Navarin found J. B. Vincent, the sole 
survivor of eighteen who landed on the ice trom the 
lost vessel. It is highly advisable that a moderate 
sum be usedin purchasing s‘itable articles to be 
sent by the next revenue cutter visiting those 
waters as areward tothe natives who, in a condi- 
tion very near starvation, sheltered and fed Vincent 
and his unfortunate companions. 

At St. Michaels, 3d Lieut. C. D. Kennedy, of the 
Bear, acting as deputy United States marshal, ar- 
rested the murderer of Bishop Seghers, and delivered 
the prisoner to the Rush, at Ounalaska, for traus- 
portation to Sitka. Six destitute miners were taken 
op board tbe Bear and given passage to Ounglaska. 

Material assistance bas been given, as customary, 
by the officers and vessels of this service to the Life 
Saving Service. The distance cruised while perform- 
ing this duty aggregated 16,643 miles. ‘ 

The expenditures of the Revenue Cutter Service 
for the year 1887 were about $890,000. 

This service requires the immediate replacement 
ofa considerable number of its vessels with new 
ones fully adapted to the requirements of the work 
to be performed. In this way aloue can proper effi- 
ciency be secured ana real economy iu expenditures 
be brought about. 

The revenue marine steamer McCulloch, on the 
Charleston station, is practically worn out, and 
should be disposed of aud a new one constructed. 

The vast extent of the sounds of North Caro- 
lina, with numerous bays and rivers, and. an 
extensive and increasing commerce greatly in need 
of the protection afforded by this service, is guarded 
by the Revenue Marine steamer Stevens, no longer 
fit for regular duty. A new vessel should be pro- 
vided for this station as soon as possible. 

The revenué cutters doing harbor boarding duty 
are in ab yay 2 less adequate to the duties they 
are called upon to perform than the cruising vessels. 
Not only have these vessels been greatly deterior- 
ated by age, butin original desigu they barely met 
the requirements of a commerce that, since their 
construction, has increased, greatly in volume, and 
which is now carried on in vessels of remarkable 
size and speed. 

The following Revenue Marine steamers doing 
harbor boarding duty, the Hamlin, at Boston, the 
Washington, at New York, the Tench Coze,‘at Phila- 
delphia, the Penrose at Galveston, and the Hartley 
at San Fraucisco,:should all be,disposed of, and their 


Places filled with new vessels equal to the proper 


performauce of the duties required of them. 

The recommendations made in this report for new 
vessels, itis estimated, would require $350,000, and 
what might be realized from the sales of the old ves- 
sels when replaced. 








PENSIONS FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 
WasuHinerTon, D. C., Dec. 5, 1887. 
To Gen. John S. Starkweather, Washington: 

My Dear Sir: I am 1n receipt of your circular of 
30th ult., proposing a bill for Pensioning Retired 
Officers of the Army. Navy and Marine Corps. 

While this seems to me like the manifestation of a 
cons} iracy against the proposed beneficiaries, I can 
but believe that you are actuated in the matter by 
a friendliness for them. However, it is a measure 
not at all desired by retired officers, and it seems to 
me most unwise and detrimental to their interests 
to propose it, or create an impressionin any quarter 
that they even assent to such a oh pee 

Since your proposition has been made public, I 
have heard it discussed quite exteusively by retired 
officers located here, and have had numerous letters 
upon the subject from those residing elsewhere, and 
so far as 1 am advised it has been most emphatically 
condemned by all, as an incendiary movement from 
which no good can result to any class. 

Existing laws provide amply for retired officers as 


a class, and they are decidedly sopesed to being 
Placed in the false position of not being satisfied. 
Any retired officer who wants a pension, should 


from the retired list and y for a pension 
under the generallaw. If additional pensions are 





to be granted they should go to such badly disabled 
pensioners as are in need of @ more ample provision, 
and not to officers who arealready amply provided 
for by a fair retirement pay. 

I feel a deep interest in the pension list 48 well as 
the retired list, and have given much thought to the 
ethics of both. 

it is not fair that either should be placed in a 
false position, and [am confident that upon reflec- 
tion you will see that you are misrepresentiug re- 
tired officers and bespeaking no good for pen- 
sioners. I sincerely bope you will at ovce 
abandon the scheme, and not be the means of plac- 
ing such a bill as you have proposed upon record in 
the legislative archives of the Goverument.

TRIAL OF THE BELLEVILLE BOILER. 


THE report of the Board, Chief Engineer A. 8S. 
Greene, U.8. N., president, on the triel of the Belle- 
ville boiler of the yacht Shearwater, owned by 
J.M. Forbes, Esq., of Boston, has been forwarded 
to the Secretary of the Navy. The object of the ex- 
periment was to determine the value, potentially, 
and economically, of this type of steam generator 
for marine purposes and especially for vessels of 
war. The report contains a very complete descrip. 
tion of the vessel, particular attention being given 
to the construction of the boiler and engine. Severul 
cuts illustrating the boiler and other parts of ma- 
chimery accompany the important data sub nitted. 
Tbe following is a full text of that part of the report 
relating to the trial : 
MANNER OF MAKING THE TRIAL. 


For the purpose of determining the economic evaporation 
of the boiler, all coal used was carefully weighed in bags 
containing 100 lbs. of coal each on a Fairbank's platform 
seale. The bags were tullied us they were taken from the 
coal shed, a check tally kept on the yacht, and the empty 
bags afterwards counted to verify these tallies. All water 
fed to the boiler was drawn by the feed pumpfrom two 
levelled, wooden tanks through a hose, the connection be- 
tween the pump and bot well having been broken. These 
tanks were s0 arranged that one could be pumped down to the 
limit (a block about 2” high secured to the bottom of each 
tank, while the other was filling). A careful man was sta- 
tioned at the tank stop-vaives with special instructions to 
close tight the valve on the tapk which had been drawn 
from before opening the one on the full tank. Owing to the 
scarcity of fresh water, the water from the hot well was 
pumped iato the measuring tanks through a hose, only 
enough fresh being drawn from the tanks of the Fish Com- 
mission to completely fillone measuring tank before the 
otber was emptied. There were no leaks in the tank pipes, 
valvy and connections to boiler, The tanks were slightly 
irregular and therefore their capacities were determined by 
weighing them on an accurate platform scale. The weight 
of water contained in No. 1 tank at 66° was 1,991 lbs. and No. 
2, 1.929 Ibs. at 70°. 

A high grade thermometer was placed in the stop-valve 
chamber on the steam drum and another in throttie-valve 
cbamber at the engine. Thermometers were also placed in 
the fire-room, on deck in the shade, anidin the measuring 
tanks. It had been the intention to place a pyrometer in 
the upstake at the base ot smoke pipe. but the instrument 
did not arrive in time. The approximate temperature of the 
products of combustion at that place was tound by placing 
small pieces of tin, Jead, and zinc, or bits of fire-brick sup- 
ported on the upper rows of tubes at the middle and front 
of boiler. The reading of the barometer was also taken, At 
the end of every few hours during the trial the ash pans 
were hauled and the dry ashes weighed. 

All preparations having been made, fires were started in 
the usual manner at 12.30 P.M.on Saturday, Nov. 26, 1887, 
the ship being secured to wharf et the Fish Commission sta- 
tion at Wood's Holl, Mass, Steam formed at 2 Pp. M., the fires 
being in average condition, the water level was marked on 
the class gauge, the feed pump started on a full tank, No. 2, 
the coal account begun, and the trial considered as having 
commenced, all data, thereafcrer, being observed and entered 
hourly in the log. The trial continucd 24 hours, frequent 
calorimetric tests beiug made. The calorimeter and con- 
nections were arranged as follows: A clear alcohol barrel of 
about 50 gallons yy Fe placed on a very sensitive and 
precisely adjusted new Fairbank's scales, a drain valve fitted 
to the bottom, and a thermometer, made by Huddleston, 
Boston, and graduated to 1-5th of a degree Fahrenheit, 
secured in the top head. A hose brought the coldest fresh 
water in the vicinity from one of the Fish Commission tanks 
to the barrel. 

Steam was taken from the centre of the main steam pipe, 
guet in front of the throttle, and led to the barrel by a 34” 

ron pipe, well covered and about 20 feet long, to which was 

coupled a short piece of steam house. A brass diaphragm 
with 4%” hole was placed in the coupling to wire-draw the 
a The hose was punctured with several 34” holes near 
its ft end to reduce the shocks when steam was biowing 
into the water in the barrel. 

The tests were made as follows: The barrel having 
been drained and its weight with attachment noted, was 
filled to within five or six inches of the top, the weight agaio 
taken and the femperature of the contained water noted. 
Steam was then blown through the pipe and hose until the 
were cleared of all condensed steam and thoroughly heated, 
when the hose was = in the barrel and the steam pressure 
at throttle noted. ben the temperature of the water in 
the barrel been raised to about L1I°, the water during 
this time being continually agitated, the hose was quickly 
removed; the temperature of the water, weight of barre] 
ana contents, and steam pressure at throttle noted. 

From the data thus obtained, the quality of the steam (that 
of “ saturated” steam being unity), was computed by the 
following formula :

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From Table IT. it is seen that the average amount of mois‘ 
ture in the steam is 6.31 per cent. 

As shown by both tables, the evaporative capacity of the 
boiler is not particularly high and the steam furnished as 
dry as is usually found in practice, where no special pro- 
vision has been made for drying or superheating. ‘he rate 
of combustion was only 12.8 pounds per sq. f{t.of grate, and 
it is not certain that, witha bich rate of combustion with 
ferced draft, the steam would be as dry. 

The eoal used was Cumberland of good quality, mined du- 
ring the present season at Geurge’s creek mine, and was, the 
average run, not selected. 

The percentage of ash was less than 8 per cent., although 
a small amount of fine coal fell through the bars and was 
weighed with and counted as ashes. The fires were not 
forced even by the steam jects over the fire-doors, apd the 
onan pipe was not sufficiently high to produce a strong 
craft. 

The temperature in the uptake was shown to have been 
as high as the meiting point of zinc (the sharp of 
which had been slightly touched), the tin having completely 
disappeared and the lead melted down and partially 
oxydized. 

STRENGTH AND SAFETY OF THE BOILER. 

In all tudulous boilers, of which the Bellevilie is one type, 
dependence is placed upon the rapid production and use of 
steam. Their interior capacity is small, and hence in case of 
explosion, the quantity of explosive being smaller, the re- 
sult must be less disastrous than it would be in the ‘case of 
shell boilers. The tubes and connections of this boiler are 
of such small dimensions and excessive strength com 
with the strains impes-d on them, that the boiler may be 
termed non-explosive, as far as these parts are concerned, 
In the Shea er’s boiler, the part subjected to the greatest 
strain in proportion to its strength is the steam drum,.the 
strength of which may be taken therefore, as the measure 
of the strength of the boiler. The reported U. 8. Govern- 
ment test of a piece taken from this drum, showed a ten- 
sile strength of 54,000ibs. per sq. inch, with a reduction or 
area of 12 percent. The thickness of the drum is given as 
\% inch (its actual thickness is 15 m. m., nearly $4 inch) and

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MILITARY CIVILJTIBS. 


Lieut. Torresen, U. 8, A., in bis report en the en- 
campment of the Connecticut National Guard, says 
on the subject of saluting: “There was a notice- 
ably remarkable im provementin this particular over 
last year. It seemed to me that at least one-half of 
those incamp were conscious of the requirement 
and gave evidence of intention to perform the cour- 
tesy. Of course it will take time to make this gen- 
eral, and a matter of second nature, but that it has 
received considerable and anxious attention at 
home during the past twelve months must have 
been apparent to all. Saluting must grow up in the 
country groups at home. Net only should the offi- 
cers expect it and require it but they should take 
pains to place its rationale before the men in a rea- 
sonable and suggestive manner. Let it be under- 
stood as asymbol of comradeship—the ‘sign ’ as it 
were of military Masonry—often drilled at it in the 
armories and more often spoken of during the drills. 
Itis by example, by yao and by line on line 
that these matters may be best brought ahout, and 
this so quietly that before one realizes it the vic- 
tory 18 won. . “f 

‘How frequently have we seen in life the rising 
of a gentleman at the approach of a lady, brin 
others to their feet by sheer example! And £0 it is 
in this matter of saluting, as a mark of military 
pet Last year I had a splendid opportunity 
to see this force of example demonstrated. With a 
company of regulars [ went into ee with 
the Rhode [sland National Guard, and in my opin 
iou the direction in which the latter were most ben- 
efited lay in these elementary matters of discipline. 
Of course a single company was almost lost m a 
brigade, and yet it was astonishing to see how soon 
this little leaven disseminated itself. Upon several 
occasions in passing through this encampment I ran 
accidentally upon single regular soldiers amid 
groups of guardsmen. It was amusing to watch the 
effevt of his salute. It was almost sure to beset 
others to follow the example, and probably led to 
explanations and discussious after I had passed 
along. lit was soon noticed by the guardsmen them- 
selves that their own officers were saluted just as 
naturally by these men as were the regular officers, 
The result wasthat in less than a week saluting 
became a and was better understood 
than ever before. Now just such an example may 
be set by any single company of the 
Guard. 

“Among officers the courtesy appears to be already 
habitual, but this is the smailest part of the matter, 
necessary, of course, aud of pos:tive value as an ex- 
ample, but it certainly looks strange to see two offi- 
cers punctiliously salute each other, as they pass 
tbrovgh groups of nou saluting soldiers! Iv the 
Regular Army the case would probably weed itself 
out in just the opposite way, fur ali the men would 
salute of the officers, while they themselves 
unless actually acquainted, or of notiveably diverse 
rauk, might hardly expect auy mutual recognition. 
In fact it is a very rare thing to see ‘salutes’ ex- 
penges as such between Regular officere, unless 
‘on duty.’ Of course there is an exchange of recog- 
nition, and so far as I have seen, based almost en- 
tirely upon acquaintance, or decided difference of 
rank. @ prominence which I have given to this 
topic both last year officially, and this year merely 
from a sense of personal interest in the Guard and in 
recognition of its manifest improvement, may seem 
to be undue, but it really is not so. It is vitally 
necessary to discipline. I care not how it shall be- 
come prevalent in the Guard, but when it does be- 
come so, it must and will react advantageously in 
every way.”

ILLINOIS NATIONAL GUARD. 
Cur1caGo, Ixiu., Deo. 12, 1887, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

To REFER to the controversy which has been car- 
ried on through the columns of your journal re- 
garding rifle practice, in this State, please allow me 
a word. The Illinois National Guard are not so 
mueh in need of the theoretical instruction they 
would receive from an officer of the Army, as they 
are wanting in the facilities for practical instruc- 
tion on the range. Wehave many officers on our 
rolls who are fully abreast of the times in theory 
and could instruct their men if they could get them 
on the range, But, with vue or two notable excep- 
tions (although the last military code specially pro- 
vides for the procuring, buildivg, and maintaining 
of sufficient rifle ranges), there are no rifle ranges in 
the State. Highwood bad but two targets for prac- 
tice from 100 to 600 yards, aud oue for lorg range 
practice from 700 to 1,200 yards. 

As tbe State orders prescribe that each man must 
practice at 100 yards **and each multiple thereof," 
up to and including 1,000 yards, as wel! as fire ten 
shots at skirmish drill between 506 and 1,000 yards, 
this meant the firing of a larger number of rounds 
per man than is copremnntetee iu the scheme of avy 
other State. 1f a man fired but two strings of five 
shots each, at from 100 to 600 yards, and one run at 
skirmish he would expend 70 rourds. 

This expenditure of amwunition is eminently 
a so far as instruction is concerned, but 
and here 1s the principal trouble tbe Chicago 
troops have to contend with) it takes a certain time 
to do this amount of shooting. Y. State requires 
but 20 shots per man to win the highest decoration, 
while in Illinois a man bas to fire at least 40 rounds 
to attain the lowest and 60 for the bighest decoration. 
But this is predicated on making a sufficiently large 
score in the first five shots, to attain the desired ag- 
gregate. How few are ableto do this! Reckoning 
one minute per shot, itis easy toascertain how many 
men could practice at Highwood during the sesson 
in the time which could be taken from business. 

The Chicago troops are fully awake to the neces- 
sity of rifle practice, and if we can have a range 
near the city, baving arufficient number of targets 
and with railroad accommodation so that too much 
time will not be waated in coing to and fro, will do 
good work. 

Highwood isa range of the past, so far as we are 
concerned, as the United States avthorities have 
taken possession and will probably commence build- 
ing for the pew it early pext spring, We have to 
look elsewhere for nextyear. It is to be hoped that 
the rumor which is current, to the effect that the 
selection of asite fora new range for the Chicago 
troops will be made in the near future, may prove 
true, 

During this season’s work at Highwood the men 
bad to pay their railway fare, in addition to paying 
the expenses of the matches. This expense shoul 
be borne by the State and 1t is hoped that 1t may be 
arranged before neXt season opens. 

It will probably not be possible to dispense with 
rifie practice at camp at present, but all the time we 
get atcamp can be profitably employed in drills, in- 
stead of being compelled to spend so much time on 
the range. 

Co. F, lst Inf., Capt. J. M. Eddy, Jr., is the “ ban- 
ner” compauy in Chicago this year in rifle practice; 
beginviug the season under auspices as unfavorable 
as those of any Sep mg worked hard to get bis 
men out for practice on the range, and at the end of 
the season had nine sharpsbooters, seven experts, 
eight marksmen, and six riflemen. Asa sample of 
the advance some of our members have wade in 
rifle practice during the season, Pvt. F. W. Ludlow, 
Co. F, 1st Inf., had nm practicing at long range on 
the last day of the season. He came back to the 
stiort range target about 4 Pp. M. with eight points 
short of the desired 230.. He pad rere. made as 
follows: 300 yards, 23; 200, 23; 500, 21; 600, 17. 

The detail was practicing at 600 yards. He was 
told to get down and shoot. He made2l. Then we 
went down to 506, but he did net better 21. Then to 
400 where he made24, and 300 where the first five shots 
were all * bulls-eyes.”’ This left him but one point 
to gain. Back to 500 yards we went, with darkoess 
coming down so fast it was. impossible to tell the 
discs without a glass. The first string did not brin 
much result, as wind and light were changing rapid- 
ly, but the second yielded 23, and made him a sharp- 
shooter. This man did not succeed in making a single 
my hg 15 out of 25 at 500 yards during the season 
° 

During the early days of November the Chi 
contingent was on the qui vive.

the slightest trouble. althongh we bave ken on 
this engine three 15-inch bammcred steel crank pins,

With regard to the al- 
leged ** want of correspondence between the offen- 
sive aud defensive powers of the ship” the Chief 
says it must be remembered that powerful bow and 
stern fire is desirable not only for purposes of at- 
tack but also for defence.

(he Comptroller states that numerous changes of 
method have beep made by the signal office since 
the rendition of the accounts, both as to the forms 
of vouchers to be used and the amount and kind of 
evidence to be filed in support of expenditures, and 
that the disbursements, the vouchers for which 
were held up, were made under the direction of the 
Chief Signal Officer prior to any decision by the ac- 
counting officers that the mode was irregular and 
unautborized. For these reasons the Comptroller is 
of the opinion that where the officer’s written ex- 
planvatiun shows that the expenditures were made in 
good faith, 1n obedience to the orders of the Chief 

ignal Officer, and where there is no other objection 
than a question as to the proper appropriation to be 
charged, or a failure to comply with the strictletter 
of thestatute as to the method of purchase, such ob- 
jection should be waived and the amount passed to 
tie officer’s credit.

C. C. F.—The rank of non-commissioned officers 
still stands as follows: * * Sergeant major and veterinary 
surgeon: quartermaster sergeant (regimental); ordnance, 
commissary. and post quartermaster sergeant, and hospital 
steward of the first class; Ist sergeani ; saddler sergeant (re- 
gimenta!); sergeant; corporal. And in each grace by date 
of commission, appointment or warrant. The establishment 
of a Hospital Corps has not altered the standing of the bos- 
pital steward in this respect. 


Old Volunteer asks: What was the monthly pay 
of privates of U. 8. Volunteers from April, 1861, to the close 
of the war? ANs.—From April, 1861, to Aug, 6 of that year 
—Infantry, $11 per month, cavairy and light artillery, $12. 
The act ot Aug. 6, 1861, inereased the pey, of all privates in 
the Regular Army and volunteers iv the Service of the U. 8. 
to $138 per month. The act of June 20, 1864, increased the pay 
of privates of cavalry, artillery and infantry, to $16 per 
month. So 1t continued until the end of the war. The act 
of May 15, 1872, reduced it to $13, and so it now stands. 


8. B. G. asks : How does a color sergeant rank in 
a battalion and how dees he stand in rd to the company 
he istaken trom? Awns.—The Military tegulations vary in 
different States, and your question is therefore too geve'al 
to be qoousstely answered. In the State of New York the 
color sergeant is a member of the non-commissioned staff, 
and is not borne on a company roll. He is, of course, under 
the immediate command of the captain of the color com 
pany, when the battalion is under arms, but not otherwise. 


Non-Com.—What is the full line of duty or in- 
struction, as prescribed in the Regular Army, fora Ist ser- 
geant in forming bis company from the time he commands 
to fall in until he turns the company over to the command- 
ing officer? ANs.—The duties of the Ist sergeant are of two 
ki $ duties resulting from his office, 
which include maintenance of discipline, the correcticn 
of mistakes and the genera! charge of the company while he 
is in immediate command. His specified tactical dutics are 
as follows: When the assembly sounds, be takes his post six 
paces in front of where the centre will be, and commands,
